InnlB  CoUege  wUl  bave  a 
beautiful  new  building  before 
1975.  Don't  laughl  There 
Is  a  dietlnct  possibility  that 
the  University  of  Toronto 
will  give  u6  the  go-ahead. 

People  who  should  know 
believe  that  after  our  cur- 
rent lease  on  63  St.  George 
expires  In  August  1972  we 
will  only  be  able  to  renew 
It  for  two  more  years,  and 
then  we  will  have  to  move. 

SlJice  no  other  suitable 
buildings  will  be  available 
the  university  will  either 
have  to  build  us  suitable 
quarters  or  dissolve  the  co- 
llege, and  since  the  univer- 
sity Is  currently  being  pres- 
sured tocreatenewcoUeges, 
the  Innls  College  Building 
Committee  will  proceed  un- 
der the  assumption  that  they 
win  be  authorized  to  organ- 
ize and  plan  for  our  new 
building. 

The  University  of  Toro- 
nto win  have  no  money  av- 
ailable for  new  buildings  un- 
Ul  1976.   Irails  College  will 


therefore  have  to  rely  on  pri- 
vate sources  of  capital,  thus 
limiting  us  to  about  a  Jl 
minion  building  project. 

Do  you  want  to  help  plan 
a  building?  The  Building 
Committee  meetings  are  o- 
pen  to  everyone.  At  the  fir- 
st '"•*tlng  of  the.  new  term 
the  Committee  decided  on 
the  following  first  objectives 
and  methods: 

Objectives:  To  put  Into  a 
comprehensible  form  the  1- 
deas,  ambitions,  hopes  and 
fears  which  people  both  in- 
side and  outside  of  Innls 
bave  about  the  college.

INNISFREE  FARM 


Located  80  miles  from 
Toronto,  near  the  bustling 
metropolis  of  OttervlUe,  st- 
ands the  Innlsf ree  farm,  Ha- 
rold' Innls'  birthplace.  The 
farm  Is  operated  by  the  Ha- 
rold Innls  Foundation,  as  a 
conference  centre  for  the  use 
of  students,  faculty,  andotb- 
er  interest  groups,  and  also 
for  a  get-away  from  It-aU 
spot.  U  was  chiefly  estab- 
Usbed  to  provide  a  resource 
for  our  coUege,  and  It  la 
made  available  to  Innls  stu- 
dents for  their  use. 

Although  called  INNISFR- 
EE, the  farm  Is  not  comp- 
letely gratis.  The  regular 
fee  for  University  gcoxspB 
for  the  use  of  the  farm  Is 
$50.  a  day.  There  are  en- 
ough mattresses  for  28  peo- 
ple. For  a  group  of  less 
than  20  people  a  fee  of  $5. 
a  day  la  chjurged  tor  clean- 
ing, linens,  electricity  etc. 


The  less  last  year  voted  to 
give  $1.  per  student  as  a  gift 
to  the  Harold  Innls  Foundat- 
ion, from  the  activity  fee, 
to  help  support  the  farm. 
The  foundation  was  grateful 
for  the  suppon,  and  wanted 
to  use  the  money  to  help 
subsidize  small  ip'oups  of 
Innls  students  who  go  to 
the  farm  (They  realized  that 
$5.  was  an  exborbltant  figure 
for  a  student).  This  would  be 
arranged  In  the  foUowlng 
way: 

1)  The  Foundatlonwouldag- 
ree  to  subsidize  any  group  of 
Innls  students  (or  others 
which  the  ICSS  deemed  ap- 
propriate) to  the  amount  of 
$3.  per  student  per  night, 
making  the  Individual  charge 
only  i2.  per  night. 

2)  Any  student  enroUed  In 
Iimls  would  automatlcaUy  a- 
pply.  Because  many  non- 
Innlans  are  Involved  In  the 
collge,  either  formally  th- 
lou^  couraes,  or  Informal-

Tlie  Shape  of 
Things  to  Come  ?

By  the  end  of  1974  InnU 
College  win  have  moved(de- 
pending  on  the  whim  of  the 
university  administration) 
from  Sir  John  A's  to  Its  new 
location  Just  north  of  the  new 
Research  Library. 

The  Innls  College-Building 
Committee  under  the  chair- 
manship of  'Uncle  Art'  Wood, 
assistant  to  the  principal, 
has  been  meeting  since  mid- 
September  In  an  attempt  to 
come  up  with  some  priori- 
ties for  the  new  buUding. 

There  has  already  been  a 
suggestion  of  housing  the 
college  on  one  of  the  upper 
floors  of  the  new  Research 
Library.  Preliminary  col- 
lege reaction  (a  survey  of 
three  students  In  the  Com- 
mon Room)  to  this  proposal 
was  definitely  negative.  Talk 
ol  integrating  the  new  buU- 
dlng with  the  existing  row 
bousing  on  the  building  site 
has  been  more  favourably 
received.  Such  integration 
would  attempt  to  combine  the 
'comfortable'  qualities  of  the 
old  houses  with  the  yet  to  be 
decided  qualities  of  the  new 
buUdlng.

farm  on  an  Informal  basis 
cannot  reserve  In  advance. 
If  another  group  decides  to 
pay  tbe  fuU  fee  and  wishes 
exclusive  use  of  tbe  farm, 
^e  Informal  group  may  be 
aaked  either  a)  to  share  the 
facilities  or  (b)  to  make  ar- 
rangements on  another  free 
day. 

With  this  subsidy,  the  Fou- 
ndation hopes  that  more  sni- 
dents  will  be  allowed  use  of 
the  Farm  without  pa ylngpro- 
'  hibltive  costs.
